‘Konoye they have outstanding 
‘Jeaders in Churchill: and Chiang 
‘Kai-shek, and behind them and 
sustalning . them, the’ towering 
figure of Roosevelt,’ ” | 
, We usually think of " General 
.Chiang Kai-shek only as a soldier, 

. but in him one finds not only the 
soldier, but the statesman who has 
clearly grasped the implications of 
the struggig and the political as 
well as the‘ material forces 
engaged. It is necessary to. em- 

“phasize in Chiang Kai-shek the 
, statesman rather than the ‘soldier, 
because in contrast with the Jap-

It ts the ronsensus 
of expert military: opinion that 
the law of d{minishing: returns Is 
operating in Japan against the 
creation of fresh formations for 
new ‘adventures, and the logical 
step under the circumstances j 
would be for the Japanese to 
withdraw the bulk of. their troops 
and: transports froni China. 


‘J APANESE REALISATION 

For nearly six months China has 
repeatedly been 
peace offers from Japan on an in- 
creasingly favourablé basis. The 
Japanese recognise that: there is 
ne ‘hope of climinating the Chi- 
nese forces for a long time to 
come, On the other hand, 
Presses, and their advance south- 
ward ought no longer to be post- 
poned. Why not then make peace 
with “China ‘so that their troops 
could be released for the Southern 
Pactfic?
